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NORTH KOREA TESTS NEW MISSILE 


ICBM appears to have range to strike entire eastern U.S. seaboard

SEOUL, South Korea 

After 21⁄2 months of rela- 
tive peace, North Korea 
launched its most powerful 
weapon yet early today, claim- 
ing a new type of interconti- 
nental ballistic missile that 
some observers believe could 
put Washington and the en- 
tire eastern U.S. seaboard 
within range. 

The North said in a special 
televised announcement 
hours after the launch that it 


had successfully fired what it 
called the Hwasong-15, a new 
nuclear-capable ICBM that’s 
“significantly more” powerful 
than the North’s previously 
tested long-range weapon. 
Outside governments and 
analysts backed up the 
North’s claim to ajump in mis- 
sile capability. 

President Donald Trump 
reacted cautiously to news of 
the launch, stating, “It is a sit- 
uation that we will handle.” 

But Defense Secretary 
James Mattis expressed 
greater concern, emphasizing 


what he said were technical 
advances on display in the 53- 
minute flight, which began 
when the missile was 
launched northeast of the 
capital, Pyongyang, and 
ended nearly 600 miles to the 
east, when it landed in the Sea 
of Japan. 

“It went higher, frankly, 
than any previous shot 
they’ve taken,” Mattis said in 
the White House, where he 
was taking part in a budget 
meeting with the president 
and Republican congres- 
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President Donald Trump said of the North Korean 
launch, “It is a situation that we will handle.”

When talking about the 
automobile market in Cali- 
fornia, dealers have a say- 
ing: Cars are king. 

But through the third 
quarter of this year, the reg- 
istration numbers for light 
trucks — which includes 
sport-utility vehicles — sur- 
passed the total for pas- 
senger cars sold in San Di- 
ego County andin the Gold- 
en State as a whole. 

It marked the first time 
that pickups and SUVs out-

jon Ford. “Also, if you go 


back to 1997 to 2004 when 
the SUV really took off, 
those are the people who 
grew up in the back seats of 
(SUVs) that are now buying 


them for their families.” 

According to the latest 
quarterly report from the 
California New Car Dealers 
Association, passenger car 
registrations in San Diego 
County were down 13.4 per- 
cent through September, 
while light truck sales from 
models such as the Toyota 
RAV4 and the Chevy Silve- 
rado were up 8.6 percent. 

At the same time last 
year, car registrations ex- 
ceeded light trucks by 
about 5,000, but this year, 
light truck sales have bet- 


tered car registrations by 
about 8,000. 

The numbers for the 
state mirror those of San 
Diego. 

Slightly more than 
780,000 light truck regis- 
trations were recorded in 
California through the end 
of September, surpassing 
the little more than 764,000 
incar sales. 

Light trucks edged out 
cars for market share, 50.5 
percent to 49.5 percent. At

Senate Republicans took 
a significant step toward
